Judge Stephen’s Charge in the 
Maybrick Murder Case. 


Pitiable Condition of the Accused 
| While Being Sentenced. 


The Court's Successful Efforts to Bring Out 
Strongly the Points in the Evidence 
Against the Defendaat—Mrs. Maybrick’s 
Statement and Its Value—How the Ver- 
dict Was Recetved—The Fair Poisoner 
Prostrated—Judge Stephen Hooted by an 
Angry Mob—Chauncey M. Depew's 
Opinion of the Result. 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

LIVERPOOL, August 8.—As cabled yesterday, 
Mrs. Florence Maybrick has been found guilty 
and sentenced to death for the poisoning of 
her husband. Nothing can now save her from 
the gallows except the intervention of the 
Queen, through her Home Secretary. It is 
possiblethat a popular petition may succeed 
in putting the convicted American girl behind 
prison bars for life instead of going to the 
scaffold, but this as yet is a mere speculation. 
As the case stands at this moment she is con- 
demned to die bythe rope. When the court 
met yesterday Judge Stephen took a long tack 
to windward. Mrs. Maybrick paled and trem- 
bled with fear as he rolled vp point after 
point against her. If the friends of the 
accused woman had any hopes from 
the Judge's summing-up on Tuesday, such 
hopes were soon dis- 
pelied when he re- 
sumed his address 
yesterday. 
ally argued the case, 
going over it in de- 
tall, point by point, 
calling into bold re- 
lief the facts against 
the prisoner, which 
the counsel for the 
prosecution had 
slurred, and dispell-

When the 
accused woman came into court her pale, 
haggard appearance was absolutely startling. 
She had to be helped up the stare leading 
from the cells to the dock, When sh@got to 
the top of the stairs she staggered and trem- 
bled, and it was with much dimeuley that she 
waiked to the front dock. When she od 
the rall she again trembied, clutehed the 
before her and looked asif she was 
faint. With deathly pale face she taok a seat 
on achair in the dock, swayed backward and 
forward, and was evidently fll as well as 
weak.

CONSTANT WATCH UPON HER. 

When Judge Stephen came to discuss the 
question of motive he was very emphatic. 18 
was not always possible to assign a motive, 
he said, but in this case he felt bound relac- 
tantly to say that there was weighty evidence 
ofthe prisoner having been actuated by « 
motive atonce strong and distressful. The 
jury had not to determine any moral question 
at all. There was no doubt that the prisoner 
had carried ona criminal intercourse with 
Brierly. She went to London for that pure 
pose and stayed some nights ata hotel as hig 
wife. 
Brierly was not the first person who appeared 
with Mrs. Maybrick at that hotel in such 6 
questionable position. Letters found in the 
prisoner’s room were of a most extraordinary 
nature. He could not understand why ang 
woman having the least regard for her char- 
acterand reputation did not put such mis- 
sives in the fire. The letter used by Mr. Ad- 
dison as prosecuting counsel showed that the 
prisoner’s relatives complained bitterly of the 
mass of falsehoods which she had told, and 
no doubt that letter was connected with the 
disgraceful Intrigue. 

One of the iamentablie, horrible consequences 
of the connections of this kind formed by the 
prisoner, the Judge continued, was that they 
rendered it almost a moral necessity, as they 
furnished the strongest possible provocation 
and inducement for entering into most inex- 
tricable mazes of lying. There was one letter 


in this case which was ot ter- 
rible fhmportance. It mattered not how 
it was obtained;- it was a genuine 


letter. It began with the word ‘‘Dearest,’” 
and contained the phrase, He is sick unto 
death. Was it not a very strange and potent 
reason for thinking that the woman wished 
she might be free to live with the man for 
whom she bad made the greatest sacrifice thas 
woman could make—that she might be rid of 
her husband? It was his duty asa Judge te 
see all these things put before thejary. He

a felon’s cell, Her courage would 
have been marvelous had it not 
been more than human. She seemed dazed 
and it was a terrible sixht to see 
the frail little woman slowly, falteringly doe. 
scending without ald the cold steps, and 
it was only when her widow’s cap disap- 


eathed freely again. 

AN ANGRY MOB. 

The verdict soon became known to the 
crowds in the streets and provoked a great 
uproar, some shrieking and some booting. 
The crowd made a curious mistake when 
Witnesses Humphrey and Cadwallader came 
out from@he court. Someone started the cry 
that they’ were nurses Yapp and Brierly. 
Hooting and shouting broke out and offensive 
epithets were hurled at the girls. The gen- 
men in whose company they were protected 
them as well as they could and gradually 
foughttheir way to a cad in which they were 
with difficulty conveyed across the street to 
the entrance to the railway station. The 
crowd followed, almost fililng the railway 
platform, but by thistime the police had been 
notified and seventy oflicers hurried through 
the Lime Street Hotel and re admission 
to the railway station which they speedil 
cleared. An hour afterwards the two girls 
were conveyed through the basement of the 
hotel to acab and driven away. Justice 
Stephen is aman of 60 years or thereabouts, 
with a bread forebead and noble face, not 
without a dashof humor in it.

Mr. Depew’s Opinion, 
Bpecial Cablegram ta the Post-Thispatch. 

LONDON, August8.—The Post- DISPATCH cor- 
respondent asked Chauncey M. Depew last 
night what he.thought of the verdict in the 
Maybrick case. 

In my opinion, said Mr. Depew, 'the 
Judge’s charge convicted her. Such a speech 
as Russell made, if made before an American 
jury, would have acquitted her. No Ameri- 
can Judge would have made such a charge as 
Judge Stephen made. He argued the case 
from beginning to end and the jury could not 
help but see that he believed the woman gull- 
ty. Such a charge made by Judge Barrett 
would surely have convicted her in New 
York.’’ 


GARMENT CUTTERS’ CONVENTION, 


The Finance Committee Keport—The Eight- 
Hour Law Indorsed. 


The Garment Cutters and Trimmers’ Conven- 
vention have elected the following officers:

PRESIDENT HARRISON AND PARTY LEAVE 
BOSTON THIS MORNING. 


A State Breakfast in the Ebony Room at 
the Hotel Vendome—Escorted to the 
Depet by Militia—Numerous Stops Along 
the Road—Great Crowds Cheer the Chief 


Magistrate. 


BosrTor, Mass., August 8.—President Har- 
rison arose much refreshed this morning and 
pleasantly received the early greetings of the 
members of hie party and his hosts, repre- 
senting the State and city. At 7 o’clock state 
breakfast was served in the ebony room of 
the Vendome, the party in addition to the 
President being Acting-Gov, Brackett, Adju- 
tant-General Daiton, Secretaries Windom and 
Proctor, Mayor Hart, Walker Blaine, Private 
Secretary Halford and Col. Mansfield. Shortly 
after 8 o’clock twenty men, representing the 
Lancers and half of the First Battalion of Cav- 
alry, who were to act eas outriders on 
the way tothe station, rode up. Carriages 
then drew up, and when the President made 
his appearance he was greeted with hearty 
cheers. He was accompanied in the first car- 
riage by Lieut. Gov. Brackett and Adjutant- 
General Dalton. In the second carriage were 
Col. Mansfield, surgeon-General Holt and 
Lient. Hall. In the third were Col. Welling- 
ton, Col. Sampson and Col. Rockwell. Chen the 
outriders moved in front, flank and rear, and 
the resident left the environment of the 


Vendome. The streets on the route were 
thronged with people, who cheered the Chief 
Executive as he passed, while he pleasantly 
bowed right and left. The march consumed 
about thirty minutes. A crowd of several 
thousand persons were in waiting at the sta- 
tion and received the President with noisy 
demonstrations of welcome, which continued 
as he was escorted through the station to the 
train. The President lingered a moment on 
the car platform, but politely ignored the 
calls foraspeeeh. As the train moved out the 
depot amid the boom of cannon and cheers of 
the crowd the President appeared on the plat- 
form and bowed his farewells until the train 
disappeared. 
HART CHEERED. 

At the Know- Nothing crossing, just outside 
the city, crowds of people lined the tracks, 
cheering the President, who, standing hat in 
hand on the platform of his car, bowed ac- 
knowledgments. The crossing passed the 
President entered his carand substituting a 
soft traveling hat for his silk one, lounged in 
his chair, took up « newspaper and made bim. 
self comfortable, but spared time to meet 
many members of his traveling party and to 
say plgasant words to all. The first 

reat d@ponstration after the departure from 
Boston as made at South Lawrence, where 
the train stopped. There an enormous 
crowd around the depot cheered as the train 
stopped; guns thundered a salute; flags 
waved andaband played lively airs. The 
people covered the platform and were 
perched upon all possibile places whicb prom- 
ised a view. The President went to the rear 
of his car as it entered the depot and shook 
the bands ofthe hundreds of = waiting 
behind the train. Gov. Goodell of New Hamp- 
shire and staff joined the train at this point. 
When the police had made a clear space ofa 
foot or two, Mayor Mack occupied it, and 
formally welcomed the President to Law- 
rence, extending cordial greetings and in- 
troducing himtothe people. The President 
bowed is response. Again the crowd 
cheered, and with cries of ‘‘Long live the 
President!’’ cheers for him and his Cabinet, 
music by the band and burrahs by the people, 
the train movedoff. Among the gentiemen 
who bwarded the train at this point, in ad- 
dition to Gov. Goodell and staff, were Senator 
Blair,Congressmen Nute and Moore, Secretary 
of State Thompson aud Gen. John Eaton, 
formeriy Commissioner cf Education, and 
Editor Cogswell of the Concord Monitor, They 
wore all presented to the President. 

AT HAVERBILL. 

The next stop was at Haverhill, where a big 
arch of welcome was erected and a large 
crowd packed the depot and adjacent streets. 
As the train rolled intothe depot the band 
played, cannon boomed and thepeople bur- 
rahed and made a noisy time generally. Ag 
the train stopped the crowd closed in behind 
itand Mr. Alien Ordway, clutching the side of 
the car and standing ona step, handed to the 
President, who had gone to therearof the 
train, a handsome basket of flowers in be- 
half of the Brother Jonathan Club of Repub- 
lican voters and made ashort speech of pre- 
sentation. The President bowed and the 
crowd cheered. 

‘*Please convey to your associates my sin- 
cere thanks for ther courtesy. It is a very 
pleasant gift,’’ said the President. 

Great cheering followed. As the train moved 
off the President etvod on the platform with 
his hat off and remained there until the people 
were outofsight. Gov. Brackett of Massa- 
chusetts and staff left the train at this point 
and when the State line was crossed Gov. 
Goodell of New Hampshire and staff became 
the official escort. 

President Harrison walked to the platform 
of his car as Exeter was sighted. A crowd was 
gathered in the depot and there was much 
cheering. The President, standing in full 
view of the crowd, with head bared, shook 
hands with men, womenand children who 
clambered up the steps. it was a great 
crowd, and there was much pushing and 
hustling in the effort to take the President's 
hand. The President went into the car again 
for the ten- winutes wait, but emerged again 
before the train started, and the crowd broke 
into cheering again, keeping it up until the 
train passed out of sight. 

Gov. Goodell and staff sald: ‘‘Good-bye,’’ 
as the State line was neared and left the cars 
at Exeter. At South Berwick, on the Maine 
side ofthe river, a stop was made totake 
Adjutant-General Sprague, Gen. Harper and 
Cols, Phil Brook, Puilen and Boothby of 
the Governor’s staff, and there was 
more cheering and the same eager 
desire to grasp the President's hand. Gov. 
Burleigh had intended to meet the train at 
this point, but sickness prevented him and 
his regrets were stated in due form by Gen. 
prague, who welcomed tne President as foi- 
ows: 

It gives me great pleasure to welcome you 
to Maine. May everything conduce to your 
pleasure while you remain with us. The 
President bowed acknowledgements. ? 

At North Berwick Congressman Reed joined 
the Presidentin greeting the people, taking 
the place at his side which President Lord had 
occupied. Mr. Reed’s constituents greeted 
him and he presented some of them to the 
President by name, the latter shaking many of 
them by the hand. At Old Orchard the sum- 
mer residents and the entire population 
turned out. They crowded the platform and 
a and gave the President a hearty recep- 

on. 

IN TOM REED’S DISTRICT. 

President Harrison and Mr. Reed shook the 
hands of many as 2 stood in front of Gov. 
Burleigh’s statt. A brief speech of introduc 
tion was made by Reed and the train moved 
on amid renewed cheering. Most of the 
time between North Berwick and Portland the 
President devoted to lounging in an arm- 
chair and chatting with Mr. ed. The train 
reached Portiand at noon, about fifteen min- 
utes late. There the Boston & Maine officials 
said good-bye and the Maine Central officials 
took charge of the train. At the depot in 
Fortland the President was greeted by a 

reatcrowd. A littie child was lifted above 

he crowd to pass the Presigeut a bouquet 
whieh he received with a bow and smile. Hon.

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PECULIAR FACTS DEVELOPED SINCE EMMA 
SIEGEL’S BURIAL. 


More Sensational Features Added to the His- 
tory of the Old Theatre Comique Favor- 
ite—A Queer Cause of Death—What Cor- 
ener Frank Found in an Investigation— 
Balked by the Embalmer. 0 


T the time of the 
, death of Emmialine, 
otherwise Emma 
Siegel, whose sud- 
den taking off was 
told in the SUNDAY 
, Post-DIsSPATCH, to- 
gether with thestory 
of her career as a 
dancer at the old 
Theater Comique, 
rumors were current 
that she had been 
foully dealt with. 
‘ss These rumors came 
to the knowledge 
ot the Post-Dis- 
a ‘PATCH, and an inves- 
Weusstion was made 
* “ with the result of 

showing that noth- 

ing could be made 
out of the stories as told. The facts obtained 
were communicated to the detectives, who 
communicated them to the Coroner. They have 
fully investigated the case and conclude that 
nothing can be done with it. But certain 
facts have been developed that should be giv- 
en publicity. 

Emma Siegel died Saturday morning, July 
20, at 2026 Pine street, where, with her moth- 
er, she had been keeping furnished appart- 
ments tor rent. Her physician was J. L. Fitz- 
porter, the notorious practitioner. He gavea 
burial certificate in which he wrote as cause of 
death 

INSUFFICIENCY OF THE HEART. 

The body was embalmed by the undertakers 
‘and buried Sunday morning in Bellefontaine 
Cemetery. None of her friends were notified 
ot her death and the funeral was the simplest. 
The body was kept but one day and yet was 
embalmed. 

‘*Insufficiency of the heart, long known 
as a mode of death, will be new to physicians. 
A careful search of the list of causes of death 
recognized by the Health Department of the 
City of St. Louis does not show that St. Louis- 
ans ever die of heart insufficiency.’’ The 
Health Department recognizes that endocar- 
ditis, fatty degeneration of the heart, hyper- 
trophy of the heart, pericarditis 
and valvular disease of the heart are 


causes of death, and all of these are probably 
insufficiencies of the heart, but it is not the 
custom for doctorsto ascribe their patients’ 
deaths to such a generalization, nor for the 
Health Department to permit them to do so. 
When the attention of Coroner Frank 


was called to the case and he 
found that Dr. Fitzporter bad given 
the certificate, and that Fitzporter had 


named the cause of death so indefinitely, his 
suspicions were at once aroused. The first 
endeavor toward the investigation of the case 
was directed toward finding the nurse who 
had attended Emma Siegel in her last illness. 
Mrs. Siegel, the girl’s mother, said the nurse 
was a Mrs. Jones, who lived at Fifteenth 
street and Wasbington avenue. At that cor- 
ner the detectives could not find a nurse of 
the name, but at 1503 they found 
MRS. STRINGER, A PROFESSIONAL NURSE. 

This woman admitted she had attended 
Miss Siegel, but declined to make a statement 
to anyone but the Coroper. She was taken to 
Coroner Frank's office and examined by him. 

Mrs. Stringer said she had been a profes- 
sional nurse for some years and had many 
patrons. When she was called to the Siegel 
House and learned the nature of her sur- 
roundings she asked to be called ‘‘Mrs. 
Jones as she did not want to have her real 
name associated with the Siegels, Fitz- 
porter, etc., lest the association might come 
to the ears of her patrons and ruin her 
business. She wentto the Siegel house on 
Thursday. July 18, at 2o0’clockin the after- 
noon. She remained there until Saturd 
morning, July 20, at 1 o’clock when M. 
Siegel died, with the exception of halt an 
hour spent in going to her own home for 
clothes. She found in the room 
Miss Siegel’s linen and some bed clothing 
Saturated with biood, and other garments 
stained with blood. With all the detail possi- 
ble to a trained nurse Mrs. Stringer gave Dr. 
Frank an account of Miss Siegei’s last hours. 
He examined her closely as to the symptoms, 
to ascertain if irritant or narcotic poisons 
orcyanide of potassium had been adminis- 
tered. Nosymptom of poison had been ob- 
served by Mrs. Stringer. The patient 
was conscious nearly all the time 
upto death. Her periods of delirium were 
brief. She was unconscious but twice, and 
then for brief intervals. The symptoms which 
Dr. Frank gathered 


POINTED TO PERITONITIS, 
and this, taken with the bloody linen, con- 
vinced him that an operation had been com- 
mitted, from the effects of which Miss Siegel 
had died. 

The night the woman died the nurse was 
convinced she was near the end, but neither 
Fitzporter nor Mrs. Siegel seemed to realize 
it. hey visited the girl inthe evening and 
Fitzporter said she was ‘‘getting along 
nicely.’’ The nurse remarked, ‘‘She will be 
dead before morning,’’ but Fitzporter made 
no response. 

Having so much evidence Dr. Frank deter- 
mined’ to exhume the body to make an exam- 
ination. Before doing this, however, hesaw 
the undertaker who had been engaged to bury 
Miss Siegel. The undertaker said he had 
thoroughly embalmed the body, and the Cor- 
oner then decided to abandon the case. 

No matter what facts we could now secure 
save the testimony of eye witnesses or the 
confessions of the guilty persons no jury 
in the land would conviet, he said. 
„»The embulming fluid has destroyed all the 
evidences of the crime, and if we exhumed 
the body we would find nothing that would be 
ofthe slightest use to us. In addition the 
publicity that has been given the case has 
closed up avenues of information that might 
have been of value. We can do nothing more 
than we have done. The case will be 
abandoned. 

„What surprises me, the Coroner con- 
tinued, is thatthe Health Department will 
accept a death certificate from 


THAT MAN FITZPORTER, 

especially when he assigns as cause of death 
‘insufficiency ofthe heart. There is no such 
cause of death; it is a mode, nota cause. 
‘Insufficiency of the heart,’ is not in the no- 
menciature of diseases printed on the back 
of all burial certificates. They have been very 
strict with reputable physicians who ne- 
giected to follow exactly that nomenclature, 
and yet they allow a disreputable man to 
assign a cause not recognized at 
all. If r. regory certifies that 
a patient has died of tetanus and neglects to 
say whether idiopathic or traumatic the cer- 
tificate is referred to me, If Dr. Mudd certi- 
fies a death from peritonitis and does not 
state the cause, the certificate is referred to 
me. So whenever the slightest error is made 
or the nomenciature is departed from in 
the least the certificate comes to me. 
The fact that Fitzporter signs a death certifi- 
cate is sufficient cause to sus t all is not 
right. A man who bieeds to death might be 
said to die of insufficiency of the heart. It 16 
the most preposterous cause I ever heard of, 
yet the woman is allowed to be buried without 
reference to me. 

„Then she is embalmed. I issued a olreu- 
lar some time ago to the undertakers of the 
city calling their attention to the effects of 
embalming and asking them tobe cautious 
about embalming bodies. The liquid they use 
is corrosive and as a matter of fact

A HOTEL AND THEATER AT WASHINGTON 
AVENUE AND NINTH. 


Charles McClure Agrees to a Ninety-Nine- 
Year Lease of His Property for the 
Improvement—Miss Dougherty Makes 
an 11 1-2 Per Cent Investment—Keal 
Estate Sales and Building News. 


From present indications there is every 
probability that the plan of the Barnum Hotel 
Building Co. to construct an immense struct- 
ure on the south side of Washington avenue, 


extending east from Ninth street, 
will be successfully carried out. 
As has been stated heretofore 


the corporation, organized May 8, 1888, 
has a ninety-nine year tease of the 49x75 feet 
of ground at the southeast corner of Ninth. It 
was originally intended to build a hotel on this 
site, but the lot not being large as desired for 
the purpose a continaed effort has since been 
madeto secure more room with a view to 
building up the whole site for a theater as well 


as a hotel. 
Theland adjoining onthe east belongs to 


Charles McClure, and it is this property which 
the company bave desired so long to get pos- 
session of. Whenthat has been obtained the 
company will have 130 feet front on the av. 
enue by a depth of 150 on the east side of 
Ninth street, extending throagh to St. Charles. 
Negotiations for the purchase or a lease 
of this additional ground, or a portion of it, 
have been pending a long time betweeu Chas. 
H. Bailey and the hotelcompany. Mr. Bailey 
is Mr. McCiure’s real estate agent, and has 
been for several years. Many propositions 
to get hold of the property have been pre- 
sented to him. Mr. — 10 however, would 
not agree to a sale in behalf of his principal at 
the price offered, and for a time all negotia- 
tions were declared off. 

The hotel parties, however, conceived the 
idea of enlarging their capital so as to utilize 
the whole of McClure property ina grand pian 
of improvement. Accordingly several meetings 
were held and attended by numerous repre- 
sentative men who are said to have sub- 
scribed stock in the enterprise. 

Now the question of obtaining sufficient 
space is not likely to delay this improvement 
any longer, as the details for a 99-year lease 
of Mr. McClure’s ground were agreed to on 
a basis of 6 per cent net upon a valuation of 
$170,000 for the property several days ago. 

This was accomplished, in fact, before Mr. 
Balley's departure for Europe. The lease has 
been drawn and declared acceptable to all 
parties concerned and only awaits the signa- 
ture of Mr. McClure. He is out of the city, in 
Montana. When Mr. Bailey and Mr. McClure 
went away they left the business in charge of 
Charles H. Balley, Jr., and, from the present 
status of the enterprise, itis more than likely 
that when Mr. McClure comes home Tuesday 
next the lease will be executed by him and 
turned over to the hotel company.

Mr. Hutt of the Bolivar County Demo- 
crat, Rosedale, Miss., advertised in its 
columns his willingness to entertain Mr.

Particular certainly. And as to the former, 

there does not seem to be any doubt whatever 

as all of the reports from the mining country 

areto the effect that those interested are 

eager to attend such a gathering and throw all 

of their weight in favor of placing their. in- 

dastry on a basis of equality with other great 
American industries. 

To-day a PosTt-DISPATCH reporter visited 
the different exchanges and found notonly a 
willingness but a general desire to fall in with 
the movemant and do everything in their 
power to aid 16. The question has grown on 
everyone who has followed it, and its very 
great importance has impressed itself upon 
even those who, a few days ago, could not 
see how the protection of the silver industry 
could effect them even slightly. 

PRESIDENT CHARLES A. COX 
of the Merchants’ Exchange has taken a deep 
interest in the matter from the very start. 

„1 was anxious,’’ he said to-day, to 
attend the meeting held at the Mining Ex- 
change on Tuesday, but was prevented from 
doing so by having some important meetings 
here which I could not leave. Otherwise you 
can depend upon it I would have been there. 
As it was, Iam very glad the Mining Ex- 
change took the action it did, as it places the 
matter squarely before those interested and 
puts the convention ona good, solid basis. 
The committee. may, I can safely say, rely 
upon our doing everything possible to assist 


them andto make the convention the great 
success it deserves to be. As far as Iam in- 
dividually concerned there is nothing I can 
do that shall be left undone.’’ 

Mr. Cox’s remarks are véry fully indorsed 
among the members of the exchange. They 
there understand the wide scope ofthe silver 
question as it refers to farm products and 
particularily as to grain, and it ulres no 
argument to convince them that they are al- 
most as deeply interested as are the people 
actually engagéd in mining. 

AT THE COTTON EXCHANGE 
the same spirit prevails. The figures given in 
the PostT- DISPATCH in reference to American 
competition with Engiand’s Indian posses- 
sions have been something astonishing. The 
fact that England buys up the American silver 
at about 92 cents, puts her stamp on it and 
sells it in India at 129 cents and in addition 
buys wheat and cotton produced by labor 
costing but 2 to 4 cents a ne has had the et- 
fect of greatly stirring up all those interested. 
It is regarded as a class of competition to 
which no true American could wish to subject 
the American farmers and planters. 

J used to be in favor of a single gold stand- 
ard, said Mr. Jerome Hul, 1 on this 
subject. ‘‘but my views have been gradually 
changing forsometime. These figures make 
a really remarkable showing. 1 bave for years 
noticed that the silver market was always 
quickly reflected in the cotton market, and 

o wonder. Iwill be glad to do all I eau to 
assist this movement, as whatever our views 
may be the discussion will be a good thing for 
everybody, and we will all benefitbyit. A 
more complete education on this subject will 
do us all good, asit would on other subjects 
that might be brought up. 

Mr. Hill’s observation that the silver market 
ig always reflected in the cotton market is an 
important one, and one which has been no- 
ticed by factors generally. It will add greatiy 
to the interest the cotton industry people will 
take in the convention. 

a THE OTHER EXCHANGES 
will also 7 in enthusiasticaily. The Real 
Estate and Mechanics’ Exchanges will render 
every assistance possibie, as the fact that 
they are not only deeply interested 
in the solution of the question itself, 
but are very greatly interested as citizens of 
St. Louis In making the convention a great 
success. This is an exhibition of St. Louis’ 
hospitality particularly, and they will be 
among the front ranks in bringing the enter- 
tainment of the silver visitors up to the stan- 
dard of that given other large gatherings in 
this any The St. Louis interest, as they rec- 
ognize it, is also very great, in so far as the 
Silver Convention would be connected with 
the World's Fair of 1892. St. Louis 
wants the World’s Fair, and is geo- 
graphicaliy and in every other way the 
place for it. The people of the West, South, 
South west and Southeast also want St. Louis 
to have it. They are the sections of the coun- 
try most deeply interested in the protection 
of silver, and their interest with St. Louis is 
mutual. What benefits one would benefit the 
other, particularly as the silver men have an 
opportunity through this convention of 
bringing about, as a result of the World’s 
Fair, a common dollar for the three Americas, 
and hence closer trade relations.

cautious physicians have begun experiment- 
ing with bis elixir vitae and so firm is their 
faith in Dr. Brown-Sequard that they bave no 
fear of being ridiculed for thelr credulity, but 
let it de known even by the laity that they are 
believers lu the new theory and are endeav- 
oring to prove ite truth. The 
elixit vitae bas been used in 

St. Louls by the physicians in charge 
of the Missouri Pacific Railway Hospital, and 
though the conditions were altogether un- 
favorable the results are appreciable and give 
the doctors reason for continuing the experi- 
ment. The history of the case is interesting, 
and it was given with much freedom and can- 
dor by Dr. Vasterling of the hospital staff.

When I entered this office I found 
that dogens of bodies were embaimed before 
the Coroner had been notified of the death. In 
December last I issued a circular which called 
attention to this practice and requested that no 
fluid be injected into auy body unless permis- 
sion had been granted from the Coroner ora 
doctor’s certificate shown.

THE OFFICERS OF THE EXCHANGES IN 
LINE ON THE SILVER CONVENTION. 


President Cox of the Merchants’ Exchange 
States His Position Plainly — Jerome 
Hill's Testimony as to Cotton—President 
Abeles More Pleascd— Probabl 


Organization ef the Committee. 


HE committee ap- 
pointed by the Min- 
ing Exchange to in- 
vite a convention of 
silver men—farmers, 
planters, manutac- 
turers and others 


whose interests de- 


pend largely on the 

protection of ‘the 

silver mining indus- 

try, as well as those 

engaged in actual 

mining—and to so- 

licit the co-opera- 

tion of the officers 

and members of the 

Merchants’, Cotton, 

Real Estate and

will find their task an easy one, in the latter 

particular certainly. Aud as to the former, 

there does not seem to be any doubt whatever 

as all of the reports from the mining country 

areto the effect that those interested are 

eager to attend such a gathering and throw all 

of their weight in favor of placing their, in- 

dastry on a basis of equality with other great 
American industries. 

To-day a Post-DIsPaTCoH reporter visited 
the different exchanges and found notonly a 
willingness but a general desire to fall in with 
the movemant and do everything in their 
power toaiait. The question has grown on 
everyone who has followed it, and its very 
great importance has impressed itself upon 
even those who, a few days ago, could not 
see how the protection of the silver industry 
could effect them even slightly. 

PRESIDENT CHARLES A. COX 
of the Merchants’ Exchange has taken a deep 
interest in the matter from the very start. 

„1 was anxious,’’ he said to-day, to 
attend the meeting held at the Mining Ex- 
change on Tuesday, but was prevented from 
doing so by having some important meetings 
here which I could not leave. Otherwise you 
can depend upon it I would have been there. 
As it was,Ilam very glad the Mining Ex- 
change took the action it did, as it places the 
matter squarely before those interested and 
pute the convention ona gvod, solid basis. 
The committee may, I can safely say, rely 
upon our doing everything possible to assist 


them andto make the convention the great 
success it deserves to be. As far as I am in- 
dividually concerned there is nothing I can 
do that shall be left undone.’’ 

Mr. Cox’s remarks are very fully indorsed 
among the members of the exchange. They 
there understand the wide scope ofthe silver 
question as it refers to farm products and 
particularily as to grain, and it requires no 
argument to convince them that they are al- 
most as deeply interested as are the people 
actually engagéd in mining. 

AT THE COTTON EXCHANGE 
the same spirit prevails. The figures given in 
the Post- DISPATCH in reference to American 
competition with Engiand’s Indian posses- 
sions have been something astonishing. The 
fact that England buys up the American silver 
at about 92 cents, puts her stamp on it and 
sells it in India at 129 cents and in addition 
buys wheat and cotton produced by labor 
costing but 2 to 4 cents a day. has had the et- 
fect of greatly stirring up all those interested. 
Itis regarded as a class of competition to 
whicb no true American could wish to subject 
the American farmers and planters.

These figures make 
a — remarkable showing. I bave for years 
noticed that the silver market was always 
quickly reflected in the cotton market, and

assistthis movement, as whatever our views 
may be the discussion will be a good thing for 
everybody, and we will all benefitbyit. A 
more complete education on this subject will 
do us all good, as it would on other subjects 
that might be brought up.’’ 

Mr. Hill's observation that the silver market 
is always reflected in the cotton market is an 
important one, and one which has been no- 
ticed by factors generally. It will add greatiy 
to the interest the cotton industry people will 
take In the convention. 

THE OTHER EXCHANGES 
will also 22 in enthusiastically. 
Estate and Mechanics’ Exchanges will render 
every assistance possibie, as the fact that 
they are not only deeply interested 
in the solution of the question itself, 
but are very greatly interested as citizens of 
St. Louis In making the convention a great 
success. This is an exhibition of St. Louis“ 
hospitality particularly, and they will be 
among the front ranks in bringing the enter- 
tainment of the silver visitors up to the stan- 
dard of that given other large gatherings in 
this city. The St. Louis interest, as they rec- 
ognize it, is also very great, in so far as the 
Silver Convention would be connected with 
the World's Fair of 1892. St. Louis 
wants the World’s Fair, and is geo- 
graphicaliy and in every other way the 
place for it. The people of the West, South, 
Southwest and Southeast also want St. Louis 
to have it. They are the sections of the coun- 
try most — gs! interested iu the protection 
of sliver, and their interest with St. Louis is 
mutual. What benefits one would benefit the 
other, particularly as the silver men have an 
opportunity through this convention of 
bringing about, as a result of the World’s 
Fair, a common dollar for the three Americas, 
and hence closer trade relations. There 
would thus be nothing more natural than for 
the silver men’s convention to pass resolu- 
tions indorsing and urging St. Louis for the 
location of the fair, and Congress would con- 
sider such resolutions as these very carefuily. 

HEARTILY IN FAVOR OF IT. 

Mr. J. D. Abeles, President of the Mining 
Exchange, who has just returned from Mon- 
tana, said to-day he was very much pieased 
that St. Louis had taken the initiative in 
bringing about a national convention of silver 
men. Suchagathering was desirable, as he 
looked at it, for mauy reasons, and on the 
broad scope given it there could be no doubt 
that it would result ina great deal of good. 
The mining industry of the country, as he re-

A MISSING HEIR RE-APPEARS AND CLAIMS 
HIS SHARE OF AN ESTATE. 


Edward L. Mallory, After an Absence of 
Twelve Years, and After Being Adjudged 
Dead by the st. Louis Probate Court, 
Turns Up and Sues for His Share of His 
 Brother’s Estate.

Last week the Curator 
and the family were greatly astonished when 

a man called on them and announced that he 


was A. L. Mallory, was not dead, never had 
been and wanted his pooner. The Curator re- 
fuses to believe the story, but Mallory says he 
is prepared to prove his identity. 


The Facts in the Case. 


Mr. Eugene OC. Tittman, the former Public 
Administrator, when handed the above tele- 
gram to-day, said that the correspondent had 
gotten the facts decidedly mixed. Albert 


Mallory, the man who left the estate, was not 
the person who turned up, but Edward 
Mallory, one of the heirs whose part under 
the presumption that he was dead, has been 
turned over to the curator of his only child. 
It was the father who was now suing his 
daughter for that portion of his brother’s es- 
tate which would have been his had he not 
been supposed to be dead. 

„The story.“ said Mr. Tittman, is a most 
interesting one. The statement in the tele- 
gram about a body being found in the river 
here is erroneous. The facts are these: Al- 
bert L. Mallory died at Olney, III., leaving an 
estate of some value. Letters of adwinistra- 
tion were taken out at that place. It turned 
out that besides his interests in Olney, the 
value of whichIdo not know, the deceased 
had st. Louis and United States bonds in the 
Safe Deposit Co.’s vaults in this city. These 
bonds amounted to . 500. At the request of 
one of the hbeirs Rev. Henry M. Bacon, a 
Presbyterian minister of Toledo, O., who 
married a sister of Albert L. Mallory, and by 
the consent of the rest of the heirs, all of 
whom were brothers and sisters of the de- 
ceased, he having no wife or children, I took 
charge of that portion of his estate which was 
deposited in this city. I administered it for 
the allotted time, and then made the final dis- 
tribution. Amongthe heirs of the deceased 
Albert L. Mallory was an Edward or Edmund 
L. Mallory (there was some doubt as to 
which was his right uame), who had 
married at Hannibal, Mo., and had 
one child, a girl, M Mallory.

ALLEN CONFESSED HI8 GUILT. 


Tie New York Street-Railway President Ar- 
raigned in Court. 

New Tonk, August 8.—Mr. Eben 8. Allen, 

until a few days ago President of the Forty- 

second & Grand Street Ferry Raliway Co., was 


brought from police headquarters to the 
Tombs Police Court this morning. Allen is

GEN. HENRY DUPONT. 


Head of the Well-Known 
Powder Firm. 


WILMINGTON, Del., August 8.—Gen. Henry 
Dupont, since 1850 head of the extensive gun- 
powder manufacturing firmof E. I. Dupont 
de Nemours & Co., died early this morning. 
He was prostrated by an attack of heart fail- 
ure about two months ago, from which he 
rallied temporarily, but grew worse again a 
few days ago. He was the second son of 


Elenthere Irene E. Dupont de Nemours, the 
founder of the works, and was born at Ne- 
mours, the family residence, on the Brandy- 
wine, August 8, 1819. He was the last of the 
second generation from the founder. His 
younger brother, Alexis, was killed byan ex- 
plosion at the milis August 22, 1857. Politi- 
cally Gen. Dupont was active and influential 
asa Whigand later as a Republican. He 
was on the Republican electoral ticket in 
1876, 1880, 1884 and 1888, but would accept no 
more substantial political honors, He served 
in the Seminole war and was a Major-General 
of the State militia early in the civil war. His 
wealth, including a large private estate, was 
estiinated at $15,000,000.

The Alien Contract Labor Law. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., August 8.—Amos L. 
Allen, an immigrant Inspector, with head- 
quarters at Newport, Vt., bas made a report 
to the Treasury Department in regard to the 


operation of the alien contract labor law 
ong the Canadian border. He says that his 
investigations have satisfied him of a general 
desire on the part ot the peonle to comply 
with the law, but that there are many cases 
in which ite enforcement would work great 
bardships and serve no good purpose. 

I beg leave to gay. writes the Inspector, 
„that I find no opposition in the enforcement 
ofthe law and, in fact, it virtually enforces 
itself when people have learned that an offi- 
cer is logking for violations. I believe a rig- 
orvus enforcement of it would work needless 
bardships on this frontier, and I have endeav- 
ored to make people acquainted with ite terms 
so that they could comply therewith rather 
than hunt for technical violations, The law 
might work a hardship to the farmers near 
the line, and 1 have been informed that they 
are somewhat alarmed, but I have not sought 
out any violations by them because no com- 
plaints have been made.

SENSATIONAL POLICE LITERATURE, 


A Determined Effort by the Chicago Authori- 
ties to Enforce the Law. 


CHICAGO, III., August 8.—A determined ef- 
„fort is to be made to enforce the law of the 
recent Legislature against sensational police 
literature. The Chicago branch of the West- 
ern Society for the Suppression of Vice, 
through its Secretary, Mr. Van Arsdale, calls 
the attention of the public to a law enacted by 
the Illinois Legislature at its recent session 
„to suppress Selling, lending, giving away or 


showing to any minor child a paper or publi- 

‘cation principally devoted to illustrating or 
describing criminal deeds. The prohibition 
covers the exhibition of such publieations in 
any place within the view of minor children, 
and the employing of minors to sell such pa- 
pers. The penalty'is not more than $600 fine, 
nor more than six months in jail or both.

GRAND FORKS, Dak., August 8.—A syndicate 
of capitalists, including a dozen or more mill- 
lonaire residents of Bismarck, Grand Forks 
and Jamestown,has been organized to develop 
a pew canal scheme that will reclaim upwards 
of 5,090,000 acres of arid and now useless 
land in North Dakota.

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PROSPEROUS FARMERS. 


THE BEST YEAR THAT THE GENERAL AGRI- 
CULTUBIST HAS EVER KNOWN. 


This Is the Opinion of a Large Dealer in 
Agricultural Implements—The Dakota 
Shortage Greatly Exaggerated —Causes 
of the Small Yield—Missouri Farmers in 
Splendid Condition. 


HILE traveling 

through the West for 

the agricultural imple- 

ment firm by which I 

am employed,’’ said 

James B. Smith of 

Lowell, Mass., who ar- 

rived at the Planters’ 

this morning. 1 

have, of course, been 

obliged to look closely 

into both the status of 

this year’s crops, and 

the financial condition 

of the farmers. I have 

made a number of similar trips in previous 

years, and can say authoritatively that 

seldom if ever have the farmers had a bet- 

ter outlook than at the present time. 

In some few sections there has been a short- 

age in the crop, but this is not nearly as great 

as many believe, and is confined almost ex- 

clusively to wheat. Certain portions of Da- 

kota and Northern Minnesota have suffered 

somewhat from lack of rain, but the crop is 

still almost an average one, all reports to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

MISLEADING REPORTS FROM DAKOTA. 

The farmers have a habit ot taking the crop 

of 1886 as a standard, not recognizing the fact 

that in that year a most exceptional harvest 

was gathered, which had no parallel. When 

they talk of a crop of one-half 

or one-third, they take 1886 as the basis of 

comparison, which is eminently unfair and 

misleading. Placed on a proper basis, the 

worst ofthe Dakota counties will show a yield 

of at least three-fifths, while three-fourths 

would be below the mark in the so-called dry 

belt. There has unquestionably been a great 

deal of suffering, and this winter will be a 

very hard one on many of the settlers. This. 

however, cannot be ascribed to any shortage 

of the crops, but to the fact that men have 

gone into farmingin the Northwest without 

anything like adequate capital. I myself saw 

scores of families who scarcely knew where to 

turn for their next meal. But on investica- 

tion it invariably turned out that success was 

forthem almost impossible under the most 

favorable conditions. Men would buy a lot of 


unbroken land from the railroads, paying a 
small portion ofthe price in cash, and have 
scarcely anything left as a working capital. 
They would purchase second- band plows that 
had been cast aside as useless by their more 
— gp Aor neighbors, get hold of a team of 

roken down oxen or horses, buy a little seed 
and go to work. 

POORLY EQUIPPED FARMERS. 

Prairie land is proverbially hard to break 
up at first, and requires the best machinery 
and teams. Of course, with such inferior 
material, the soil could be only superficially 
scratched. This was bad enough, but prob- 
ably unavoidable. A worse mistake, and one 
for which there was no necessity, ley in the 
mauner in which the land was seeded. 
Nearly all the small farmers have an 
abundance of land as compared with their 
facilities for cultivating it, and every one 
seemed seized with a mania for raising wheat 
on the largest possible acreage. The conge- 
guence has been that the seed was sowed in 
an excessively niggardly manner, the amount 
that should have been used on one acre being 
scattered overtwoanda half, three and even 
four acres. On land where no subsoil plows 
had been used this could have but one result, 
and, to 12 acre, the crop is undoubtedly very 
short in¢gertain localities. But as compared 
with the amount of work done and the 
quantity of seed sown, the yield is yery good 
indeed. The men who are complaining of a 
short crop due to lack of rain have very gen- 
erally themselves to blame, ‘as under this sys- 
tem of cultivation a good yield was a physical 
impossibility. In the very counties from 
which the greatest complaints have been com- 
ing, I saw splendid fields of wheat and learned 
thatthere had been a most satisfactory yield 
where proper methods had been pursued. 
Comparisons on an acreage basis are mani- 
testly unfair, as during the past three years an 
immense number of inadequately equipped 
farms have been established, and the land hon 
not had a fair chance. Where proper appli- 
ances, ample supplies of seed, good stock, 
and adequate farming implements have been 
used, the farmers are making money fast. 

PROSPEROUS MISSOURI. 

„Dakota is about the only section west of 
the Mississippi from which any complaints at 
all have been heard. In all 
other quarters the crops 
better than I nave ever known them to be, 
and the farmers more prosperous. There 
will probably be no exceptional yield of any 
one cereal, unless it is corn, which is looking 
most magnificently. Butthe general average 
of farmand dairy products will, in my opin- 
ion, be higher than ever before. A study of 
the records of previous years will probably 
show that this year’s yleld of hay, clover, 
wheat, oats, corn and rye have each n ex- 
ceeded, but there was never a time in m 
recollection when all did so well. There 
not a failure anywhere, a most unusual cir- 
cumstance, and the agricultural products of 
Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska, and notably Missouri 
are worth more money than in any previoug
